NON-VIOLENT  BOYCOTT? 

The  following  is  the  transcript  of  the  remarks 
aired  on  April  10th  by  Mildred  (Mrs.  liarl) 
Walter,  l-\eeutive  Board  member,  Southern 
California  Braneh  of  the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union. 

Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  is  dead,  and  his  death 
demands  that  we  examine  the  principles  for 
which  he  died.  Lvery  citizen  of  Los  Angeles 
should  be  grateful  to  the  Black  Congress  for 
whatever  calm  and  dignity  in  which  the  black 
community  has  carried  on  this  examination. 
It  was  the  Black  Congress  under  the 
leadership  of  Walter  Bremond  that  tolled  the 
bell  and  summoned  the  community  to  a 
meetmg  on  the  evening  that  Dr.  King  was 
slain.  Three  hundred  or  more  people 
responded  to  that  call  and  the  original 
thirty-seven  members  joined  by  forty 
additional  organizations  met  on  the  evening 
of  the  assassination.  Meeting  together  were 
organizations  like  SNCC,  CORE,  NAACP, 
Panthers,  SLANT,  US,  and  Black  Student 
Unions  -  all  Black  Congress  members  -  with 
other  non-members  like  the  Urban  League, 
Sons  of  Watts,  etc.

ABOUT  THE  ARTIST 

JENNY  BATLAY  is  one  of  the  most 
promsing  artist  of  today's  France;  she  has 
been  acclaimed  as  such  by  some  of  the 
greatest  authorities  m  the  world  of  art  in 
Paris.  At  age  14,  all  Parisians  newspapers  were 
unanimous  in  acclaiming  her  as  a  prodige. 

Her  painting  reflects  some  of  the  problems 
of  her  generation,  the  after-world  War  II 
generation.  Born  after  the  War,  she  doesn't 
remember  the  "horrors  of  the  war"  as  such, 
but  has  kept  a  eertain  nostalgie  and  tourment 
which  she  has  absorbed  by  "osmosis".  Her 
style  is  completely  original,  as  she  had  never 
studied  in  any  Academy  or  Art  School;  but 
the  contempt  of  her  work,  its  tourment, 
could  be  compared  to  El  Greco,  or  the 
masters  of  the  Renaissance.  Her  preoccupa- 
tion with  the  human  mind  leads  her  to  paint 
portraits,  or  composition  in  which  there  are 
always  people.  A  landscape  doesn't  attract 
her,  as  she  is  a  humanist  and  her  prime 
concern  is  of  the  "human". 

She  studied  literature  and  Philosophy  at 
the  Sorbonnc,  in  Paris;  then  she  moved  to  Los 
Angeles,  California,  and  studied  for  a  while  at 
L.A.C.C.  (She  has  just  become  an  American 
Citizen  (as  of  May  10,  1968). 

Born  in  a  family  of  artist.  Her  mother  was 
a  concert  pianist  graduated  from  the  Conserv- 
atory of  Leipzig  (Germany)  and  her  grand- 
father was  a  painter,  quite  well-known  in  its 


time,    a    pre-impressionist.   whose    style   was 
purely  classical. 

When  Jenny  started  to  draw  at  age  3,  her 
mother  understood  that  the  talent  of  her 
father  was  reoccuring,  and  she  encouraged, 
yet  trying  not  to  influence,  her  child.  When 
she  was  twelve,  her  talent  had  already  reach 
such  a  point  that  Parisian  art  galleries  fought 
to  exhibit  her  works.  Jenny  Batlay's  favorite 
medium  is  oil,  but  she  has  tried  them  all; 
water  color,  woodcut,  sculpture,  etc.  .  .Even 
acrylic  which  she  thinks  is  an  usually  versatile 
medium.  She  loves  to  draw,  and  her  favorite 
medium  for  life  drawing  is  the  Sanguine. 

She    also    writes    surrealistic    poelrv .    and 


many  of  lier  verses  has  been  published  in 
several  literary  magazine  in  Europe  (and 
translated  in  many  languages)  and  in  the  U.S. 
She  writes  in  I  rench  but  sometimes  writes  in 
English,  and  her  preoccupation  in  poetry  are, 
again,  the  meaning  of  life  and  destiny  of  man. 
Althougli  some  of  her  work  reflects  a  certain 
despair,  there  is  always  hope  in  her  art,  and 
always  light  coming  from  it;  "life  is  like  oil 
painting;  you  work  from  dark  to  light". 
Death,  therefore,  could  be  not  death,  but  a 
supreme  transcendence,  a  kind  of  illumina- 
tion, in  other  words  the  extreme  discovery  of 
living.  It  is  when  you  have  matured  enough 
that  you  can  die.

(Continued  from  Page  1) 


I  sat  in  those  meetings  and  as  I  watched 
Walter  Bremond  mover  in  and  out  among  the 
sisters  and  brothers  there,  I  was  greatly 
impressed  by  his  ability  to  lead  with  humility 
and  to  put  aside  personal  recognition.  In  his 
wide,  wise,  sad  eyes  and  open  face,  I  sensed 
the  grief  that  comes  with  knowing  how 
precarious  life  is  and  1  saw  a  light  that  shines 
from  the  fire  that  burns  this  man  to  work  for 
the  survival  and  unity  of  his  people.  You  need 
only  know  him  a  few  moments  to  realize  that 
this  man  has  a  great  love  for  life  and  a  great 
respect  for  the  dignity  that  man  can  express 
only  when  he  realizes  that  he  is  a  man  moving 
amoung  men  who  recognize  him  as  a  man.  As 
I  heard  the  deliberations  for  black  unity,  my 
mind  went  back  to  the  early  sixties  when  the 
civil  rights  organizations  moved  for  unity  in 
the  civil  rights  council.  Those  were  the  days 
when  we  put  a  lot  of  emphasis  on  non-violent 
confrontation.  Hours  were  spent  around 
highly  polished  glass  topped  tables  in  deep 
plush  carpeted  rooms  imploring  whites  to  act 
to  bridge  the  gap  between  race  and  classes  in 
America.  There  were  sit-ins  in  housing  tracts 
and  administrative  offices.  Days  were  spent  in 
jail.  In  some  of  these  actions  we  were 
successful.  We  believe  that  the  sit-in  in 
Sacramento  for  the  Rumford  Act  turned  the 
tide  in  favor  of  that  legislation.  In  other 
actions  we  were  not  successful.  The  Los 
Angeles  City  Schools  have  yet  to  enforce  the 
Supreme  Court  Decision  of  1954. 

Slowly  but  surely  we  learned  the  truth  of  the 
non-violent  struggle.  We  were  unable  to 
muster  the  forces  needed  for  the  sustained 
action  that  was  needed  to  counter  the 
stiffened  resistance  of  the  white  power  that 
was  in  control.  We  were  faced  with  balck 
people  who  disdained  the  mere  tokenism. 
They  knew  the  truth  because  they  Uved  that 
truth;  a  few  blacks  enrolled  in  integrated 
schools,  the  masses  in  sregated  inferior 
institutions;  a  few  middle  class  blacks  placed 
in  strategic  posts,  the  masses  jobless  or  unc.er 
employed;  a  few  more  blacks  on  the  voters 
rolls,  white  power  still  intact.  Those  of  us  still 
believing  the  non-violent  struggle  saw  our 
efforts  interpreted  as  weakness  by  formidable 
angry  blacks.  Our  efforts  were  used  as  a 
vehicle  for  procrastination  by  whites  in 
power,  and  as  an  excuse  by  the  majority  of 
whites  to  release  their  hatred  and  fear  of 
blacks  overtly.  The  unity  of  the  groups  was 
never  really  achieved.  Neither  did  we  create 
work  stoppage  and  massive  boycotts  which 
were  necessary  to  force  economic  equality  the 


key  to  total  integration  which  gives  the 
choices  necessary  for  self  determination.  Not 
only  did  direct  action  end,  but  we  saw  the 
unity  organization  grant  awards  to  those 
enemies  whom  we  had  fought  hard  and  long 
for  mere  token  employment. 

The  movement  grew  farther  and  farther  away 
from  the  ordinary  black  people  and  the 
problems  of  housing,  employment  and  police 
malpractice  grew  so  great  that  the  explosion 
came  in  1965.  There  was  virtually  no 
organization  that  could  speak  to  or  for  the 
people  in  the  streets. 


When  reaction  to  despair  came  in  the  ghettos 
with  fire  and  fury,  the  response  at  first  gave 
indications  that  some  changes  would  be  made. 
But  not  much  really  happened.  The  black 
middle  class  grew,  but  so  did  the  class  of 
jobless  and  underemployed  grow.  Out  of  the 
ruins  came  one  positive  response.  Black 
people  affirmed  the  beauty  of  their  blackness 
and  the  power  of  their  togetherness.  Some  of 
them  accepted  the  mandate  that  had  been 
spelled  out  by  the  howling  mobs  of  Cicero,  by 
the  frightened  parents  of  New  York,  the 
murderers  in  Mississippi,  and  by  Proposition 
14.  That  mandate  from  the  white  majority 
was  for  black  people  to  remain  in  the  ghettos 
-  forced  separation.  For  the  sake  of  mental 
health  and  for  survival  many  accept  this 
mandate  and  react  to  the  alternative  that  the 
white  man  gives,  kill  or  be  killed. 


It  was  hard  to  sustain  a  non-violent  movement 
in  a  society  rampant  with  violence  where  a 
way  of  hfe  is  maintained  by  a  brutal  police 
force,  and  assassin's  gun.  Many  were  ambused 
and  killed  because  they  were  recognized  as 
people  who  could  create  a  force  that  once  in 
motion  could  not  be  stopped  by  conventional 
weapons  of  society. 

Yet  out  of  confusion  and  fear  in  Los  Angeles 
came  slowly  the  evolvement  of  organizations 
that  spoke  the  language  of  the  people  in  the 
streets.  Tommy  Jacquette  of  SLANT,  a  young 
man  so  open  for  growth,  so  sensitive  to  the 
needs  and  hurts  of  his  people,  rose  to  fill  a 
vacuum.  This  vacuum  was  created  by  leaders 
who  were  ineffective  because  they  sought 
power  and  comes  without  service.  There  were 
others  who  accepted  leadership,  and  then 
Walter  Bremond  came  with  the  Black 
Congress.  Few  of  us  really  knew  how  effective 
this  organization  was,  yet,  we  aU  had  dreamed 


of  unity   of  black  organizations  that  could 
attack  the  great  problems  faced  in  the  ghetto. 


Then  Martin  Luther  King  who  had  continued 
to  espouse  non-violence  was  assassinated.  His 
death  demanded  that  we  examine  the 
principles  for  which  he  died.  Black  Congress 
was  ready  to  provide  the  place  and  the 
leadership  for  that  examination.  From 
Thursday,  the  day  of  the  assassination, 
through  Tuesday,  the  day  of  the  funeral,  the 
feeling  of  unity  expressed  in  the  words  of 
SNCC,  "there's  a  death  in  the  family",  railed 
most  of  the  organizations  in  the  community. 
They  rallied  to  express  their  shock  and 
indignation  over  the  slaying  of  Martin  Luther 
King  in  a  positive  way. 


Dr.  King  was  killed  because  he  in  himself  was 
a  threatening  power.  Thse  of  us  whe  are 
weary  of  death  and  violence  are  grieved  when 
young  blacks  accept  the  alternative  decreed 
by  this  racist  society  -  kill  or  be  killed.  We 
must  not  accept  this  altemati,ve  and  fall  into 
the  trap  of  the  oppressor.  Murder  and 
genocide  are  his  game.  We  must  accept  the 
challenge  that  Frantz  Fanon  gives  to  all  black 
brothers  in  his  conclusions  in  The  Wretched 
of  the  Earth;  "We  must  leave  our  dreams  and 
abandon  our  old  behefs  and  friendships  of  the 
time  before  hfe  began.  Let  us  waste  no  time 
in  sterile  Utanies  and  nauseating  mimicry. 
Leave.  .  .where  they  are  never  done  talking  of 
man,  yet  murder  men  everywhere  they  fmd 
them  at  the  corner  of  every  one  of  their  own 
streets,  in  all  the  corners  of  the  globe.  For 
centuries  they  have  stifled  almost  the  whole 
of  humanity  in  the  name  of  so-called  spiritual 
experience.  Look  at  them  today  swaying 
between  atomic  and  spiritual  disintegration. 
So,  my  brothers,  how  is  it  that  we  do  not 
understand  that  wy  have  better  things  to  do 
than  to  foUow  that ?" 

Let  us  create  our  own  alternatives  that  will 
halt  murder  and  create  a  new  man.  The  Black 
Congress  urges  all  black  people  and  all  other 
people  of  good  will  to  join  in  the  boycott. 
Buy  nothing  new.  Register  to  vote;  encourage 
others  to  vote;  take  registrars  to  the  persons 
reluctant  to  go  to  the  registrar.  To  complete 
the  project  started  by  Dr.  King  ready 
yourselves  for  a  sustained  selective  boycott. 
Let  us  maintain  the  boycott  until  justice  is 
done  on  every  block,  in  every  precinct  at  each 
police  station,  on  every  job,  in  every  school, 
in  every  place  all  over  this  land.

Complete  News  with  Larry  Moss.  During  the 
week  of  "Open  Your  Ears.  .  ."Anna  had  come 
in  each  morning  at  the  crack  of  dawn  to 
prepare  and  broadcast  news  at  8:00.  And  she 
volunteered  to  write  and  broadcast  The  Late 
Evening  News  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays, 
alternating  with  Julie  Russo.  She  has  been  a 
loyal  worker,  and  then  felt  pained  to  have  to 
discontinue.  Anna  does  graduate  work  at 
UCLA,  and  her  new  study-load  precludes 
outside  activity  -  even  for  KPFK. 


These  scheduled  broadcasts  are  a  weighty 
demand  on  time,  and  an  imposition  on  the 
graciousness  of  an  unpaid  volunteer.  The 
recent  fund-raising  programs  brought  in 
enough  to  keep  the  station  alive,  pay  its  taxes 
and  other  bills;  not  enough  to  pay  for 
Newswriters  and  Newscasters.  So  we  must 
depend  on  volunteers,  and  know  how 
sacrificing  it  is  for  them. 

If  you  will  bear  with  us,  we  will  try  to  find 
volunteers  who  will  have  had  reportorial  or 
news-evaluating  experience  in  the  Newsroom 
and  who  have  had  broadcasting  training  -  and 
who  find  they  can  afford  the  time  to  present 
The  Late  Evening  News.  Such  volunteers  will 
have  the  chore  of  tieing  up  each  evening  in 
the  Newsroom,  know  that  will  interfere  with 
social  life,  but  know  News  provides  news 
broadcasting  experience  which  cannot  be 
acquired  elsewhere.  The  exposure  can  build  a 
personal  following,  a  reputation,  and  perhaps 
an  introduction  to  a  paying  job  before 
another  microphone  later  on. 


If  you  would  like  to  volunteer,  have  had  some 
news  or  broadcast  experience,  please 
telephone  or  write. 

If  you  listen  for  the  News  at  Ten,  please 
understand  and  try  to  be  patient  until  these 
growing  pains  are  resolved. 


But  whenever  you  hear  news  on  KPFK  it  will 
be  in  the  Pacifica  tradition;  all  the  news  that's 
really  important,  no  trivia  (no  crime,  acci- 
dents, divorce,  etc.)  -  and  of  course  no 
interruption  by  commercials. 

Incidentally,  on  Fridays  The  Late  Evening 
News  will  be  presented  at  11  P.M.  -  because 
of  a  two  hour  program  each  Friday  evening. 
And  you  know  KPFK  -  we  never  interrupt 
programs.
